WIOUTA, Kan., October 1. — Rain 


vlouds from the west and eouth came in 
•contact here tonight, caueing a clou( 
burst. Division headquarters and the 
depot of the Missouri Pacific was com 
pletcly demolished, the root striking a 
stable two blocks away, crushing it like 
an egg shell. The clerks were unhurt 
although thrown from one end to the 
other. The storm passed east one mile 
accomplishing all tho damage in two 
minutes. Thirty houses and barnswere 
-wrecked. The path of the cyclone was 
iifty leet wide. Treea ten feet in cir- 
•eumfurcnce were torn up by the roots 
and strewn in all directions. The roar 
of the etorm could be heard for miles. 
Three children were hurt and two men 
killed. The country was flooded by the 
terrible rain accompanying the storm. 
A boy was killed by lightning. The cy- 
clone missed Governor LeweTling'a resi- 
dence by ten feet.
